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A Jolly Christmas i in the Grande Prairie District Twenty-three Y ears Ago

As December the twenty-fifth, nineteen hundred and 
thirty-three, draws near, memory swings back with increasing 
warmth to that memorable day nearly twenty-three years ago, 
when the first Christmas tree and Christmas entertainment in 
the Grande Prairie district was held at Bear Creek, the present 
site of the town of Grande Prairie. 

The Christmas social season of nineteen hundred and ten 
began, as | remember it, with a dance held  t the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Roberts of Bear Creek, on December the fif- 
teenth. | was erecting a building, later known as the club 
house, for the Anglican Mission at Lake Saskatoon wher Mr. 
Jack Sutherland arrived one evening and announced that he 
had come to take Mr. and Mrs. Moxhey and myself to a dance 
at the Roberts home that night. Mr. Moxhey was the Anglican 
minister at Lake Saskatoon at that time. 


Stopping only to pick up Mrs. Sutherland and small daughter 
Alice en route, we hastened to the party, which was, | believe, 
the first purely social affair held in that district. It was a grand 
party and the company that gathered in from far and wide 
included such names as Mr. and Mrs. Frank Johnston and family, 
now of Dimsdale, Mr. and Mrs. Campbell Benson of Bear Creek, 
Mr. and Mrs. Campbell of Bear Lake, 
the Thompson family of Bear Lake, 
Clyde and Harry Smith of Bear Creek, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Sutherland, Mr. 
and Mrs. Moxhey, Jimmy Keith, Wal- 
ter Eaton, Ernie Hawkinson, Mike 
Harland, Henry Martineau, Leo Fer- 
guson, Jim Mead, Mr. and Mrs. 
Monkman of Lake Saskatoon. 

There were several violins present. 
Messrs. Monkman, Ferguson and 
Martineau being the musicians. There 
was an organ, upon which | played 
part of the time. There was also a 
mouth organ, but | regret that | do 
not remember the name of the artist. 

We danced and we ate and we 
danced again. We danced the waltz, 
two-step, three-step, four-step and 
French minuet. There were polkas 
and quadrilles galore, interspersed 
with step-dancing, and many a pair 
of moccasins were discarded in the 
morning. Such was the hospitality of 
Mr. and Mrs. Roberts that, as my 
diary records, it was not until six 
o'clock a.m. that the Moxheys and 
myself arrived back at the Mission. ° 

The next party was a house warm- 
ing at the now completed Mission 
club house, on December the twenty- 
second. The same people who were 
at Roberts’ came to this, also Fred 
Frewer, Tommy Jordan, Cap Roberts, 
Bert Meikle, Billy Lowe, Tommy 
Coates, Ben Boyd, Claude Knolls. Two 
sleigh loads journeyed from Beaver- 
lodge, the motive power in both cases 
being supplied by oxen. 

One party included Misses Ruth and 


Anna Johnson, and Effie Flint; 
Messrs. Victor Flint, Garnet Truax, 
and Don Cranston. In the other 


sleigh were Misses Maud and Lulu 
Sherk, Irene Walton, and Gordon and 
Marley Sherk. By eight o'clock the 
party was in full swing. Downstairs 
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young and old danced; upstairs excitement reached the fever 
point around the ping pong table and checker boards. Messrs. 
Monkman, Ferguson and Martineau again gave their best with 
the violins. At midnight we took time out for coffee and sand- 
wiches, cake, ete.—then “on with the dance!” 

Respecting the fact that, after all, it was really a “Mission” 
club house, the “Home Sweet Home” waltz was reluctantly called 
at four a.m—more discarded moccasins, 

It was during the evening's festivities that many of us 
learned of the Christmas tree and entertainment to be held at 
Bear Creek the next afternoon, under the direction of Rev. Mr. 
Forbes of the Presbyterian Church, and plans were made forth- 
with to attend. One of the sleigh loads from Beaverlodge de- 
cided to stay over with the Moxheys and go along. Ben Boyd 
and Claude Knolls offered to “rustle” a team of horses to make 
the trip, and Leo Ferguson came to their rescue with the proffer 
of his team. So accordingly we set forth and arrived at Bear 
Creek about three o’clock in the afternoon. On the way down 
we passed the smoking ruins of the home of Mr. Byrnes, near 
Dry Stick Lake. Later it was learned that Mr. Byrnes’ home 
had burned early that morning and that he, although badly 
burned, had crawled in the darkness through the snow to the 
home of Hodgson Bros. at Hermit Lake, over a mile away. They 
at once rushed him to the Presbyterian Hospital at Flying Shot. 
Mr. Byrnes was later the telegraph operator at Grande Prairie 
for a number of years. 

The log building in which the entertainment was held was 
built by Campbell Benson for a bunk house. It had been but 
recently constructed and not yet mudded. To overcome this, 
pieces of canvas were hung on the inside walls. Even then it 
The Christmas tree and platform occupied 
one end of the room. The seats were placed along two sides of 
the building and across the back, leaving a small space in the 
centre for a stove. A roaring fire was kept going, but while 
those near the stove were frizzling, those near the walls were 
freezing. The audience were constantly moving, those at the 
back moving in to the stove and those near the stove moving 
away, so that it gave one the general impression of an ant hill.

SILVER FOX IN NORWAY 


The, history of the development of 
the silver fox industry in Norway is 
well-known to Canadian silver fox 
breeders who contributed largely of 
their stock as well as of their experi- 
ence. The industry, writes the Cana- 
dian Trade Commissioner, has become 
stabilized and recently the first Nor- 
wegian fur auction has been organiz- 
ed, the first sale being fixed at Oslo 
on November 22nd. 

While the first objective appears to 
be to afford a complete auction ser- 
vice to Norwegian breeders, the ulti- 
mate aim appears to be the estab- 
lishment of an auction which would 
attract breeders from Sweden and 
Finland, and possibly from other Bal- 
tic states as well. The success with 
which this first Norwegian fur auc- 
tion meets in drawing foreign buyers 
to its rooms during its early stages 
will decide the question of the desir- 
ability of further development.
